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Illinois staged her eightieth exposition at 
Springfield during the week of August 20th 
to 27th. This was the first big state fair 
in the middle west and all eyes were turned 
toward the big down state town on the old 
Abe Lincoln trail. The management wisely 
had forstalled any delinquency in attend- 
ance by announcing a greatly reduced gate 
fee which seemed to appeal to the whole 
countryside for the crowds on the grounds 
were apparently about as large as usual. 

The National swine show brought for- 
ward more than 4000 entries in that divi- 
sion. The National Hereford show was the 
cause for an unusual display of whitefaces 
representing every nook and cranny in the 
United States where good Herefords are 
grown. Likewise the National Shorthorn 
Exhibition had its influence in bringing for- 
ward an unusually strong display both as to 
numbers and individuality. A regional Jer- 
sey show induced a great display of the 
fawn beauties, and the grand circuit races 
brought the swift of foot in large numbers. 
In fact there were harness horses, beef and 
dairy cattle and 4-H Clubbers of every sort 
mixed and dropped in tents and improvised 
stables all over the grounds. The breeds 
and varieties were mixed regardless and but 
slight semblance of any endeavor to as- 
semble kinds in groups was in evidence out- 
side the regular cow barns. and the draft 
horse stables. There was show enough for 
everyone. Contrary to expectations the dis- 
plays of live stock over ran everything on 
the grounds and there was scarcely room 
for all the cattle and horses within a rea- 
sonable distance from the judging pavilion. 

The 4-H club show was perhaps the larg- 
est ever experienced in the baby beef sec- 
ton at an Illinois state fair, and incidental- 
ly one of the best that will be staged any- 
where this season. The classes were large 
and the steers were good. Prof. Rusk of 
the University of Illinois did the placing in 
a highly satisfactory manner. There was 
no printed list in evidence so it was difficult 
for one to secure much detailed information. 
The fight simmered down to a tug of war 
between the Armstrongs and the Tolans of 
Illinois and the finish showed the Arm- 
strong lad at the head of the list carrying 
away the championship honors for the 
4-H’ers with a beautifully ba’anced and 
nicely fitted calf. When the open classes 
for fat bullocks came forward to be placed 
by Harry Schirding, of Petersburg, the 
reeders were pushed aside like chaff—the 
clubbers taking possession of the show as if 
it had been their very own.

Young Paul F. Tolan, Jr., snapped into 
the fray as if he intended to win the junior 
yearling class, which he did, defeating with 
his fine bullock Jack’s Delight, the Arm- 
strong club champion Pride Lad. This was 
a great pair of calves. Jack’s Delight go- 
ing right on through to the championship, 
defeating Richard Warfield’s first prize 
summer yearling as well as the senior calf 
class winner Black Knight also shown by 
young Tolan. 

Thirteen full herds of breeding cattle 
found stabling in various places about the 
grounds and managed somehow to find their 
way into the judging arena where Dean C. 
F. Curtiss had the pleasure of showing the 
boys where he thought the ribbons should 
be hung.

It is noted that the “figures of test” indicate that 
the calves made an average gain of 541 pounds dur- 
ing the October-May period and which means that 
each calf not only doubled its weight in that time but 
put on 122 pounds additional which certainly substan- 
tiates the claim for rapid gain and economical feed 
Cost ile conceding the fact that the gain was un- 
usually rapid and feed cost nominal; it is noted that 
outside of the use of the word “marketable” no men- 
tion is made about the carcasses on the hooks or 
whether they were judged as carcasses of a desirable 
and commercial makeup; which it would seem is a 
point of vital importance to consider in deciding as 
to the success of the experiment from a commercial 
standpoint. ; ; 

In addition to the article a picture is shown of 
trimmed loin which undoubtedly represenys the lion 
from one of the calves in question, a glance at the 
picture is sufficient to convince anybody that the 
greater percentage of the rapid gain must have been 
unwanted—FAT; perhaps the calves were pushed to 
finished roundness a trifle too rapidly. 

Today it is no “new news” to anybody to be told 
that FATS of all kinds as well as foods that encour- 
age FAT—are practically off the map and taboo. The 
butcher will relate his trouble in interesting the 
housewife in beef cuts that show even a reasonable

amount of fat: the hotel and restaurant buyer—in selecting from 
the hooks; is inclined to pass up the carcass carrying a thick cover- 
ing of fat: from personal observation am aware that more than 
85% of roast beef and steak patrons trim off the fat and do not 
eat it; argument with such patrons in favor of fat being good—is 
just as useless as attempting to make a horse drink when not so 
inclined; today beef fat or tallow as well as all other animal fats— 
are simply a drug on the market from a commercial standpoint. 
Should present fashions continue and the “boycott” on fats main- 
tained; it seems reasonably likely that what may be considered a 
desirable and marketable carcass today may not be so considered 
tomorrow and with prevailing ideas in the majority there is a pros- 
pect that carcasses carrying an unusually thick covering of fat 
may even be penalized. 

While speaking from the sidelines and no doubt talking out of 
turn; yet, the next “Field” Senator from Iowa declares that ex- 
pression of honest convictions can create no greater harm than 
argument; am encouraged to advance the opinion that—according 
to the picture—the carcass carried a much too heavy fat covering 
and therefore undesirable from a consumers standpoint. 


It goes without saying, that the success of any producing 
industry depends largely on the effort made to cater to and in 
meeting the demands of customers and in that respect the beef 
and live stock industry does not vary, if the feeder is aware of 
the kind of beef carcass wanted and that best meets the de- 
mands of the consumer; it would certainly be his desire and am- 
bition and to his advantage to produce such a carcass, and all 
of which gives rise to the thought that perhaps our Agricul- 
tural Colleges might consider the question—“What is a market- 
able beef carcass today”—of sufficient importance to give it 
some consideration in making experiments. And just what the 
present day definition of a “Marketable Carcass” is can be best 
be defined by the Packers and Butchers, but from the continued 
increase in the ranks of the “No Fats” the handwriting on the 
wall clearly gives the impression that the majority vote of the 
consumer will be for more lean and a bit less FAT.—A. E. White.

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Stages BIGGEST SHOW im MANY YEARS) 


The Aberdeen-Angus show at the 1932 
Iowa State Fair exceeded in numbers any 
exhibition in years and the quality was at 
par with other shows. Thirteen exhibitors 
furnished keen competition in the breeding 
classes and the club show was as strong if 
not stronger in quality than usual in spite 
of the slight reduction in the number of 
calves on display. 

The club heifers opened the show on the 
first Friday when a class of seventeen 
splendid young breeding heifers were led 
into the ring to receive the judge’s rating. 
When they were finally paraded and placed 
a very tidy heifer belonging to Richard 
Nelson, of Nevada, stood at the top of the 
list. Her next door neighbor proved to be 
the nicely turned heifer belonging to John 
and Helen Gannon, of Valeria, and next to 
her stood the heifer belonging to Daniel 
Dobbin of State Center. These club mem- 
bers are to be congratulated upon the fine 
care they have given their heifers and the 
Journal will be highly pleased to see many 
more young folks take up the pure bred 
heifer work in the future. This is a fine 
way for a youngster to get a nice early 
= in the founding of a real breeding 
herd. 

Saturday morning Judge Otto V. Battles 
was confronted with a different contingent 
of clubbers, this time it was the baby beef 
classes. Several of the heifer contestants 
were also found in these lines, and in most 
instances they stood pretty well up in class. 

There were 36 calves shown in the junior 
yearling class which contained many very 
good calves, some of them very promising 
for the later shows. Donald Briggs of Atlan- 
tic, Iowa, won the class and Robert Wilkin- 
son of Lucas, Iowa, was his chief contender. 
The third and fourth calves owned by Theo. 
Boetka of Eldridge and Lloyd Bond of Earl- 
ham also had many friends along the rail. 
There were 42 head shown in the summer 
yearling class which was headed by Robert 
Stanley, of Earlham, who has been seen 
near the head of the class many times be- 
fore. This was a splendid calf, in every 
respect. His runnerup was a good deep 
bodied, thick, heavily meated youngster 
shown by Marjorie Escher, of Harlan. This 
was a very close contest for first honors. 
The senior calf class of 39 head contained 
a lot of outstanding, flashy little fellows 
that kept the judge guessing for a time. 
In the end Arthur Daniels, of Adair, was 
placed at the top with a very smooth, well 
balanced, nicely meated calf that was later 
made champion Aberdeen-Angus. This calf 
however, was lost in the finals for grand 
championship in the open classes as he did 
not carry the fleshing nor the finish of 
either of his contemporaries. The grand 
championship was granted to the Hereford 
calf which was without question the best 
calf that this breed has ever put forward 
at the Iowa state fair. The reserve ticket 
went to the champion Shorthorn which was 
generally conceded to have been the best 
Shorthorn calf offered at Des Moines in 
many years. His flesh was a bit more firm 
than was the case with the whiteface. In 
fact the ringside would have applauded the 
Shorthorn as much had he been given the 


purple in the finish. Both were well balanc- 
ed and each had a very strong following 
to the finish where judges Kildee and Clete 
Jordan had the last word. 

The groups of five from the various coun- 
ties made a great hit with the ringside. 
Here it was that the traditional habit of 
placing the blue on a Marshall county group 
had to be abandoned as the first ribbon 
went to Cass county. The mixed group 
most filled the arena. When the judge had 
finished Johnson county stood at the head 
of the list with four blacks in their group 
of five head; Cass county was second with 
fcur more blacks and Henry county came 
third with three Aberdeen-Angus in their 
group. Thus eleven out of the first fifteen 
head were Aberdeen-Angus. 

At noon Monday the breeding classes be- 
gan to parade before Judge Otto V. Battles 
ot Yakima, Washington. The three aged 
bulls soon found their placings which were 
identical to the way they stood at Spring- 
field last week. Brown taking the blue with 
Burgess Marshall 3d by Elgon Marshall 3d. 
A shakeup came in the two year old class 
when Brown’s Envious Marshall 3d by Ex- 
celsior Marshall 3d went to the head of the 
class. Black Benz 15th won the senior year- 
ling class for Wayland Hopley of Atlantic 
as he had done at Springfield. The Brown 
two year old went through to the senior 
and grand championship place with Schm- 
uecker’s Junior yearling Bandolier of Pine- 
hurst 5th securing the first in class and the 
junior championship for bulls. He is sired 
by Blackcap Bandolier 2d. St. Albans Farms 
of Pacific, Missouri, headed the summer 
yearling class with Bruin of St. Albans, by 
Emulous; and Tolan of Illinois won the sen- 
ior calf class with Eileenmere 72d by 
Eileenmere 32d. Many of the placings at 
Springfield were shifted all along the line. 

The cow classes were stronger than usual 
and as was the case in the bull division there 
was scarcely enough places considering the 
number of head shown. Erica Marie 9th by 
Earl Eric Marshall, the grand champion fe- 
male at Springfield headed her class for 
Strathmore farms, but was denied the pur- 
ple rosette when she met Brown’s first prize 
two year old Luella June by Blackcap Mac 
3d, winner of the senior championship as 
well. The senior yearling class was won by 
Bocas Blackbird M. K. a daughter of Earl 
Eric Marshall shown by Miller & Kemp. 

Schmuecker won the junior yearling fe- 
male class with Pinehurst Blackbird 4th by 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d thus changing places 
with Hopley’s Erica Epic 3d by Quality 
Marshall 3d the winner at Springfield. The 
summer yearling class was filled to the 
brim with good things. Tolan of Illinois 
repeated his first prize winning as at 
Springfield with Eldoramere by Kileenmere 
32d; and St. Albans farms scored in the 
senior heifer class with blackcap of St. Al- 
bans, by Emulous. 

Hopley won the get of sire class with the 
progeny of Quality Marshall 3d; Brown won 
the graded herd, the five bulls, and the 
three bulls group; Schmuecker won the pair 
of yearlings; and St. Albans won the pair 
of calves and the two bulls group.

There were not 
as many entries as had been anticipated 
owing to the fact that this class has been 
abandoned at many fairs so it is not good 
policy for breeders to prepare steers—how- 
ever, this is a most important classification 
in so far as the welfare of the breed is 
concerned. Strathmore Farms won the jun- 
ior and the summer yearling classes and the 
steer herd. St. Albans ‘arms won the sen- 
ior calf class and secured the single cham- 
pionship for the breed on this calf. A good

Has Fine Show July 18-23, 1932 


Secretary E. L. Holmes, of the Edmonton, 
Alberta, Exhibition has kindly gone to the 
svecial trouble of compiling a complete list 
of the Aberdeen-Angus winnings in the 
breeding classes which are given here. The 
Edwards Brothers, of Watford, Ontario, 
made a splendid showing in competition 
with Messrs. Prichard and Gibb, of Alberta. 
_Secretary Holmes was elated over the 
fine showing of Aberdeen-Angus after the 
drastic cut in premiums which were reduced 
by almost two-thirds over 1931. Of the 
show he says: “We found it this year 
necessary to considerably reduce our prize 
money offerings in all classes. In the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus classes where we offered 
$1,455 in prize money in 1931, we reduced 
this to $570 in 1932, and we uaturally ex- 
pected a big decrease in the entries; to our 
extreme gratification we had a splendid en- 
try of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, from some of 
the best herds in Alberta and one exhibitor 
from Ontario. While the total number ex- 
hibited was not so large as last year, this 
was not to be expected in view of the two- 


thirds reduction of prize money offered, and 
which reduction was made necessary by the 
cancellation or big reduction in grants frem 
all sources; our government grants were 
materially reduced but we are hopeful that 
they will be restored for our 1933 event. 

“We had the third largest attendance in 
our history, due to the fact that we put on 
a big campaign for advance sale of tickets 
at a greatly reduced price, which stimulat- 
ed attendance to a marked degree.”

CATTLE ON FEED AND THE 
DEMAND IN THE CORN BELT. 

There were about 5 per cent less cattle 
on feed for market in the Corn Belt States 
on August 1 this year than on August 1, 
1931, according to the estimate of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The Corn Belt 
States east of the Mississippi, as a group, 
had 14 per cent more cattle on feed this 
year than last, but the Corn Belt States 
west of the Mississippi, as a group, had 12 
per cent fewer cattle on feed than last year, 
with most of the reduction in the area west 
of the Missouri River. 

Reports from a large number of feeders 
as to the weights of cattle on feed this year 
when compared with similar reports receiv- 
ed last year show that the proportion of 
light weight cattle—under 900 pounds—is 
much larger this year than last. Offsetting 
this larger proportion of light weights is a 
considerably smaller proportion of cattle 
weighing 900 to 1100 pounds and of cattle 
weighing over 1300 pounds, with little 
change in the proportion of cattle from 
1100 to 1300 pounds: While records as to 
the weights of stocker and feeder cattle 
shipped into the Corn Belt during the 9 
month’s period ending July 1, 1932 showed 
a large proportion of calves, the above re- 
ports as to weights of cattle on feed seem 
to indicate that a relatively large number

of locally raised calves have gone into feed 
lots in the past 6 months. 

Total shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle, inspected through markets into the 
Corn Belt States, during the 6 months Jan- 
uary 1 to July 1 this year, were only 71 
per cent as large as in the same period in 
1931 and were the smallest for the period 
in at least 13 years. For the 12 month’s 
period July 1, 1931 to July 1, 1932, the ship- 
ments were 9 per cent smaller than for the 
preceding 12 months’ period. 

Reports from a large number of cattle 
feeders giving the number of feeder cattle 
they expected to buy during the 5 months 
August to December inclusive this year and 
the number they bought in the correspond- 
ing period last year, indicate a considerable 
increase in such purchases this year if these 
intentions are carried out. While the larg- 
est increases are shown in the western part 
of the Corn Belt where the short corn crop 
of 1931 greatly reduced cattle feeding, an 
increased movement into nearly every state 
is indicated. These reports, in many cases, 
however, were conditional upon ability to 


make the mecessary financial arrangements 
and upon the prices of feeder cattle. Com- 
ments were general that the local financial 
situation would make the financing of cat- 
tle feeding difficult and almost impossible 
in some sections, and that unless some out- 
side source of credit could be found or ar- 
rangements for contract or partnership 
feeding be made, cattle feeding would be 
much smaller than otherwise.
